The  rivalry  between  the  colleges  in  the  North  Atlantic  Women's  Conference  was  appar- 
ent throughout  the  rest  of  the  season  and  the  conference  games  were  always  intense  and 
well  played.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  Lasell  was  in  third  place  in  the  conference  stand- 
ings. 

The  team  traveled  to  the  Maine  Maritime  Academy  for  the  conference  championship 
and  ended  the  season  in  third  place.
